In Airplane Crash

oday and another was injured slight- 
y by the crash of a twin-engined pa- 
rol plane on a coral reef a mile off- 
hore.

Recovery Administrator 
Warns of Stern Disci- 
pline to Firms Avoiding 
Addition of’ Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(P)— 
Speaking directly to retailers and 
grocers—but indirectly to all employ- 
ers who convenant with President 
Roosevelt to increase employment— 
Hugh S. Johnson warned today that 
agreements must be fulfilled. 

Turning momentarily from a hear- 
ing on a permanent code for the bi- 
tuminous coal industry, the NRA 
chief struck out at “‘misukderstand- 
ings,” which he said had led to short- 
ening of operating store hours instead 


of adding more employes. 

Thousands more workers were 

brought within the scope of the presi- 
dential agreements meantime with ap- 
proval by Johnson of modified wage 
and hour provisions for the petroleum 
and jewelry industries. 
Becoming effective immediately, em- 
ployers will receive the blue eagle mpon 
their compliance and until permanent 
codes are prescribed.

Action on Strike.

LISBON, Portugal, Aug. 9.—(UP)

the» fliers, giving a roaring welcome, 
slept in Lisbon tonight, saddened by 
the accident. i 

The man killed was Lieutenant’ C. 
Squaglia, youthful reserve pilot of 
the seaplane I-Rani, piloted by Cap- 
tain~ Ranieri. Gaptain Ranieri, Ser- 
geant Mechanic ‘Vremaschi and Ser- 
geant Boveri, the other men in the 
plane, were only slightly brpised.

Envoys Protest Destruc- 
tion of Life, Property of 
Their Nationals in 
Strife-Torn Island. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(UP)— 
Protests to Ambassador Sumner 
Welles in Havana by the British and 
Spanish envoys there against de- 
struction of life and prope:ty of 
their nationals tonight intensified 
the state department’s concern over 
the increasingly tense situation in 
Cuba. 

Having failed to obtain yp otection 
for Spanish nationals from Cuban 
authorities, the Spanish ambassador 
in Havana complained to Wel'es that 
three of his countrymen had been 
killed and 60 imprisoned. The Brit- 
ish minister, meanwhile, protested 
to Welles that British property was 
being destroyed in the interior of 
Cuba. 7 : 

U. S. Held Responsible. 

The plain implication of these pro- 
tests, in the view of observers here, 
was that European governments are 
holding the United States responsi- 
ble for maintaining order in Cuba, 
a responsibility it assumed under the 
Platt amendment. 

Authoritative reports from Havana 
said Cuban police were riding 
through prominent business streets 
shooting indiscriminately at closed 
stores. A serious food shortage, 
raising the likelihool of raids on 
stores, was predicted. 

So seriqusly did the state depart- 
ment view the situation that re- 
tary Hull conferred with President 
Roosevelt by telephone tonight. Aft- 
erward, Hull said Mr. Roosevelt 
would issue a statement on his con- 
versation today with Cuban Ambas- 
sador Oscar Cintas. 

Hull declined to discuss in de-

U. S. Looks to Russia as Only 
Outlet for Part of 
Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(F)— 
Renewed efforts to close a deal where- 


by soviet Russia would purchase 
1,000,000 bales of American cotton be- 
an today following an unexpectedly 
lich .governataat forecast of a 12,314,- 
000-bale crop. 

The soviet representatives ap- 
proached the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion recently with an offer to buy the 
approximately 1,000,000 bales if the 
corporation in turn would arrange to 
supply about $50,000,000 to finance 
the transaction. 

The belief of farm adjustment ad- 
ministration officials and cotton. trade 
representatives that Russia offers the 
only outlet for any considerable quan- 
tity of the formidable surplus of 
American cotton has quickened the 
attempt to clear away difficulties 
which have prevented consummation 
of the trade. 

Also the various’ industrial and 
agricultural groups are considering 
setting up export organizations to 
which the Reconstruction Corporation 
could lend money to finance exports 
to Russia.

Dear Sir: 

This letter is addressed to you 
jointly by the Retail Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, composed of those commonly 
known as the “Independents” and 
the undersigned chain grocery stores 
of the city of Atlanta. It relates to 
the recently passed ordinance limit- 
ing the hours for the sale of gro- 
ceries in the city of Atlanta. 

The afternoon papers quote Gen- 
eral Johnson as construing the pur- 
poses of the NRA to the effect that 
hours of service to the public should 
not be reduced. We later comment 
on the fact that none of us could 
know of this purpose until General 
Johnson so announced it. It would, 
of course, be unfortunate for any 
conflict to exist between ordinances 
of the city of Atlanta and the de- 
clared policies of the NRA. This 
would be unfortunate to us also. be- 
cause it would put us in the predica- 
ment of being forced to violate one 
or the other. Hence, in view of Gen- 
eral Johnson’s interview, we ask 
that you sign the ordinance repeal- 
ing the one which created limita-

tions of hours. Upon your signing 
ordinance we will at once put 
the old hours of store service to the 
public into effect. We will then im-

In the meantime, however, there 
has been a great deal of public mis- 
conception of the whole controversy, 
and various rumors have done the 
food retailers serious injustice. We 


wish the public we serve to know the} 


truth about the matter. Hence we 

are making the following statements 

which we will give to the public: 
1, We understgnd it has been 


widely said.that the ordinance was | 


rushed through to enable us to vio- 
late the NRA requirements. 

The situation is simply this: The 
NRA blanket agreement ‘provides 
that hours of public service shall not 
be cut below 52. It obviously con- 
templates, therefore, that some ad- 
justment of hours of public service 


wnay be made, but always above the 


minimum. The ordinance authorizes 
59 3-4 hours of public service. This 
is 73-4 hours more than the mini- 
mum required by the NRA. Hence, 
the NRA agreement authorizes 7 1-2 
less hours than is required by the 
ordinance. 


We have seen a statement in Wed- 
nesday’s papers from General John- 
son that the NRA agreement does 
not authorize the reduction of hours 
for public service to a minimum of 
52. If the NRA does not - desire 
hours to be reduced at all, directicns 
to that effect will, of course, com- 
plied with by holders of the blue 
eagles; but when General Johnson 
states, if he did state, that a reduc- 
tion of hours to not less than 52 for 
public service is a violation of the 
president’s agreement, we were con- 
fused, since we only. had the presi- 
dent’s code as a guide and which we

to what he wishes, but to justify 
those who prior to his interview had 
acted on the faith of what the agree- 
ment actually said. There was no 
way we could know that it was in- 
tended to mean something different 
from what it said or that a change 
of policy had been undertaken which 
had\.not been announced and of 
whic e had no information until 
Wednesday’s paper. 

We may add that if there has been 
such a change, as soon as the offi- 
cials know the actual facts of the 
situation and the great injustice that 
this is doing store managers as here- 
inafter pointed out, we believe an- 
other change will be made to meet a 
more humane view of the situation. 


2. It is said upon the streets that 
the ordinance was rushed through 
so that we would not be forced to 
increase the number of our employes. 
This is wholly untrue. On the con- 
trary, we have increased substantial- 
ly the number of employes in our 
stores since we signed the NRA 
agreement. Take some simple fig- 
ures: Under the ordinance we kee 
open 591-2 hours. Under the NR 
code for retail grocery stores no 
clerk can be worked more than 
hours. Hence we are open 111-2 
hours more per week than our clerks 
work per week. Necessarily, there- 
fore, to comply with the code it was 
necessary for us to employ the extra 
clerks for this 11 1-2 hours per week. 
We have employed them and are 
paying them the rates provided by 
the NRA code. This is the truth in 
spite of all rumors on this subject. 

3. The idea seems to have gotten 
out with a few people that the ordi- 
nance relieves us of raising rates of 
wages. We have never been able to 
understand how anyone supposed 
there was such a connection, but we 


ineonvenence to the public a rear- 
igement of them be consid- 
In any such drastic changes 
that.are taking place at the present 
time rough spots will develop which 
must be ironed out. Basicly, how- 
ever, retail grocery stores ought not 
to stay open over 60 hours a week. 
If they are forced to do so the owa- 
ers of the stores will not perhaps suf- 
fer particularly, but managers will, 
and it is unjust to them. 

Also, all retail grocery stores ought 
to keep open and close at the same 
time. One of our small stores ought 
not to be forced to close when a com- 
petitor operating his own store next 
door stays open. It is this type of 
unfair competition so far as hours 
are concerned that has heretofore 
forced more hours on our store man- 
agers than we wished to put on 
them, or than we will consent to put 
on them again without at least ex- 
hausting every effort in their behalf. 

This type of unfair competition in 
the past has forced longer and longer 
hours anil more and greater injustice 
to our managers and individual pro- 
prietors. Naturally there has been 
some inconvenience to the public, but 
we believe the public will be willing 
to recognize the necessity for short- 
ening hours and would be willing to 
adjust itself to such change if it 
realized fully that its slight incon- 
venience in making the change was 
enabling numbers of managers to get 
back to a decent method of living.’ 

We invite the attention of all fair- 
minded men to this statement of the 
situation.

Missouri, where prohibition forces 
did not put forward slates of  dele- 
yates at many recent precinct meet- 
ings, votes August 19. Texas, which 
last year was recorded two to one for 
submission of prohibition to the peo- 
ple, follows August 26.

Those who are 
indigent, and unemployable are 
charges of the various governments 
and no federal aid can be expected for 
them, it was said. 

“The test,” Ransom told the joint 
meeting, “is whether the subject is 
a casualty of the depression or 
whether he is a casualty.of life.” 

“The federal government wants to 
help rehabilitate those who because of 
the force of circumstances have been 
unable to find employment,” Johnstone 
explained. “It cannot assume, under 
the acts of congress making the 
money available, to attempt to care 
for those persons who because of ill 
health or age are unemployable.” 

Key and the committee assured the 
state committee and Johnstone that 
Atlanta will do its full duty in the 
matter. 

It was estimated that at least 
$3,000 a month must be provided 
by the municipality to meet the de- 


mands which will be made upon it.

posed codes from the laundry, hat, 
and dry cleaning machinery manufac- 
turing industries. 

More than 1,000 codes from various 
industries—many of them covering the | 
same groups—are now before the ad-| 
ministration and the intention is, as 
described by officials, to put the wage 
and hour provisions of all into effect | 
as soon as they can be analyzed and 
agreements sought if the first scales 
are not satisfactory. 

Among those now under considera- 
tion is that of the newspaper publish- 
ers, presented by a committee of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation, headed by Howard Davis, of 
New York. Johnson called this direct- 
ly to his desk today for study. 

After expressing privately some ob-| 
jections to it before a formal study, 
the administrator gave no indication 
whether he would accept the new code 
or send it back to the committee for 
revisions as he had done several times 
before.

Daughter in Mrs. Martha Christmas

Georgia Daughters of the American 
Revolution present the name of Mrs. 
Martha Brown Christmas, of Dooly 
sounty, daughter of Laomi Brown, 
Revolutionary soldier of South Caro- 
ina, to the national society as a 
eal daughter of the American Revo- 
ution. is remarkable information 
zives to Georgia three real daughters 
but of the six, credited to the na- 
ional society, with Mrs. Mary Pool 
ewsome, and her sister, Miss Sarah 
Pool, of Glascock county, complet- 
ng the trio. 

American Revolution, 1776- 
1782, seems to us as history in the 
emot. past; so long ago that we no 
onger have any personal contact 
rith it. To the credulous-minded, 
t seems impossible for a person to 
still be alive in this “century of 
rogress,”’ whose father served in 
tablishing American ‘ndependence. 
Net, genealogoists and historians rec- 
ymnize the fact that daughters of 
tevolutionary soldiers are now living. 

The 1933 July issue of the Na- 
ional Magazine of the Daughters of 
he American Revolution carried an 
article on “Real Daughters—Real 
randdaughbters and eir Ances- 
ry.” Quoting from this article: 
‘Alas, only five real daughters are 
still on the society's pension list, as 
he Grim Reaper has Jepleted their 
anks even within the past few 
nonthbs.” 

Several years ago the Georgia So- 
i of the D. A. R. proudly 

“two real daughters,” Mrs. 
Mary Pool Newsom, aged 82, and 
er sister, Miss Sarah Pool, aged 
86, daughters of the Revolutionary 
oldier, Henry Pool. The Newsom 
isters have lived more than three 
score years near Gibson in Glascock 
‘ounty, Georgia. Their historical 
ackground was brought to light by 
the Nancy Hart chapter, Daughters 
of the American Revolution, in Mil- 
legeville, Ga. “Aunt Sarah and Aunt 
Mary” now receive from our organ- 
ization every courtesy that can be 
bestowed on cheerished “children of 
the American Revolution.” 

Mr. Lasseter Makes Find. 

Over a month ago Miss Ruth 
Blair, state historian of Georgia, 
telephned me that she had some in- 
teresting information for ue I 
hastened to the Rhodes Memorial hall 
to hear the good news. This is what 
she said: “Dillard Lasseter, coun- 
ty historian of Dooly county, lately 
of Vienna, but more recently of Col- 
lege Park, has given me permission 
to tell you he has found a_s real 
daughter.” How appropriate for the 
Georgia Society of the D. A. R. to 
be able to claim another “real 
daughter” this bicentennial year 
when we are celebrating our 200th 
birthday. Georgia has the distinct 
honor to claim three “real daughters” 
of the small number still living. 

The data that Mr. Lasseter gave to 
me, declare that Loami Brown was 
born in South Carolina, between 1766- 
1768, and served in the Revolution 
near the close of the war. He was 
a lad between 14 and 15 years of 
age when he rendered service in estab- 
lishing America’s independence. His 
father was Robert Brown and his 
mother was Pollie Rambert. Loam 
Brown married Frances Clarke, who 
was born about 1790. She was quite 
young when she became his bride. 
Nine children were born from this 
union, four sons and five daughters. 
Martha Brown, the eighth child and 
youngest daughter, our “real daugh- 
ter,” is now alive. She lives with 
her daughter, a “real granddaughter,’ 
near Vienna, in Dooly county, Geor- 


gia. She was born in 1838, and now, 
at the age of 95, continues to enjoy 
good health. She remembers hear- 
ing her father tell about serving in 
the Revolution. Loami Brown died 
about 1860, when over 90 years old. 
Dr. Theo Stovall, a former historian 
of Dooly county, residing in Vienna, 
remembers his funeral. Loami 
Brown and his wife, Frances Clarke 
Brown, are buried in Dooly county 
on the eastern edge of Vienna. Their 
graves have been plowed over and the 
exact location is not known. How- 
ever, Mr. Lasseter believes he can 
find the spot where this Revolution- 
ary soldier and his wife now rest. 

In the course of time, Loami Brown 
with his wife and family moved from 
South Carolina to Dooly county, Geor- 
gia. In 1859 Martha Brown mar- 


ried George Washington Rogers, and) 


one child, William A. Rogers, was 
born. After the death of Wash Rog- 
ers, she married Daniel J. Christmas, 
and her present name is Mrs. Martha 
Brown Christmas. From this union 
eight children were born, two sons 
and six daughters; several of them 
are still alive. 
Visits Mrs. Christmas. 

On July the fourth, of this year, 
Mr. Lasseter visited Mrs. Martha 
Brown Christmas and reports a de- 
lightful, interesting and entertaining 
visit to this wonderful “real daugh- 
ter,” so well preserved in body and 
mind. : 

Revolytionary Service; Lucian La- 
mar Knight’s Georgia Roster of the 
Revolution names Loami Brown as a 
Revolutionary soldier of Dooly county, 
who, participated in the Cherokee 
Land Lottery, drawing lot 4, in sec- 
tion 2, of district 25 (page 331). 

In reply to my letter to A. 
Salley, state genealogist, Columbia, 5. 
C.. I received this information: “The 
record we have so far indexed of Lo- 
ami Brown is an entry on the stub 
of the check with which he was paid 
militia duty in 1782. It was some- 
thing over 5 pounds sterling, so he 
must have rendered about 30 days 
service during that year.” These 
two references establish the fact that 
Loami Brown was a Revolutionary 
soldier. All genealogical data are in 
the possession of Dillard Lasseter, 
College Park, Ga. 

Mr. Lasseter is the only county 
historian to find a “real daughter. 
Most of his research has been along 
the lines of the Revolutionary and 
Civil War periods. A native of Doo- 


ly county, he has given liberally of 
his time and money in establishing 
this geneaology and in writing the 
history of that county. He has made 
a study of Georgia records in Vienna, 
in Atlanta and other Georgia cities 
as well as in New York. 
As state historian of the Georgia 
Society of the Daughters of the Amer- 
‘ean Revolution, in behalf of the or- 
ganization, I wish to express to Mr. 
Lasseter our sincere appreciation of 
his splendid work and for giving our 
society permission to be the first to 
publish this most valuable record. 
Through the thoughtful courtesy of 
Miss Ruth Blair, the Georgia Society 
of the D. A. R. received this privi- 
lege. ; 
Honor and Tributes. 
Let us give to Martha 
Christmas the honor and_ tributes 
which are justly hers. May this 
wonderful discovery spur us to more 
extensive historical research, so that 
history may be recorded before it is 
too late.

ANSWER: 

In this situation lies the glory of 
our America. Our aristocracy, which 
is unquestionably founded on money, 
disintegrates when the money disap- 
pears and the fragments fall, with 
leavening influence, on all who are 
near by. A family such as this vne 
loses its fortune and must move out 
of the select neighborhood where it 
has been housed into a neighborhood 
of few privileges and opportunities. 
The whole neighborhood profits by the 
misfortune that has befallen the re- 
duced family. 


Gentility, or fine feeling, which- 
ever you may call it, is to be found 
in the most unexpected places. A 
public school teacher, speaking of 
this fact, likened the discovery of 
delicacy and good taste in the un- 
der-privileged child to finding the 
fragrant arbutds blossom under the 
leaves, on a cold snowy day. The | 
whole problem is solved by selection. | 
No doubt the new neighborhood can. | 
furnish any sort of companion for | 
your children; and with careful se- 
lection the children need never 
know that there has been a prob- 
lem. A large number of profession- 
al men, and business men as well, 
come out of homes and neighbor- 
hoods that won’t pass society’s mus- 
ter. Clergymen, particularly, are 
bred in homes of poverty and piety 
and the thing that makes them suc- 
ceed. if they do, is inherent capac- 
ity for “catching on.” There may be 
no books in their own homes but 
once they get access to a living 
room or a library where there is a

I cannot forget the story of one 
town that was touched with a live 
coal from an unfortunate family’s fire.

Character and brains are the com- 
modities that count and if a child 
has both he is a fit companion for 
anybody's child. The little excrescen-

Dunn insisted that all organizations 
for collective bargaining affiliate with 
recognized federations in order to 
strengthen their positions.
